Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  my  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
dealing  with  the  Vital  Statistics  and  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Brixworth  Rural  District, 
comprised  of  36  Parishes,  having  an  area  of  63,647  acres,  an  estimated  population  of  *10,941, 
and  2,987  families  or  separate  occupiers. 

* This  estimate  refers  to  the  civilian  population  only,  an(i  was  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
purpose  of  calculating  the  various  death-iates  for  the  year  1919.  hjimilarly  for  the  purpose  of  cahmlating  the 
birth-rate  a further  estimate  of  the  population  was  supplied,  viz.,  11.397.  (The  estimates  for  1920  are  not  yet 
published,  consequently  the  populations  for  1919  are  again  u.sed  in  arriving  at  the  birth-rate  and  various  death 
rates  for  the  year  under  review.)  The  following  extiact  from  the  Memo,  on  the  subject  issued  by  the 
Registrar-General  is  self-explanatory  : — 


“ The  ‘ death-rate  population’  excludes  all  non-civilian  males,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This 
is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  local  death-rates  because  it  has  jiroved  impossible  to  transfer  the  deaths  of 
non-civilians  to  their  areas  of  residence  or  to  deal  in  any  other  satisfactory  manner  with  the  local  mortality  of 
this  element  in  the  population.  These  estimates  are  based  mainly  upon  the  rationing  returns  kindly  placed 
at  the  Registrar-General’s  disposal  by  the  Ministry  of  B'ood. 


The  ‘birth-rate  population  ’ on  the  other  hand  is  intended  to  include  all  the  elements  of  the  population 
contributing  to  the  birth-rate.  It  consists,  therefore,  of  the  death-rate  or  civilian  population /<7hs  all  non- 
civilians enlisted  from  this  country,  whether  serving  at  home  or  ahro.id.  This  non-civilian  element  has  been 
distributed  over  all  the  districts  in  the  country  in  proportion  to  their  estimated  civilian  population.” 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1920,  there  were  262  births  registered  in  the  District,  as  against 
169  for  the  year  1919,  an  increase  of  93,  or  a birth-rate  of  22’9  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  against  14‘8  for  1919.  This  rate  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than  very  satisfactory, 
though  it  has  to  be  noted  that  the  girls  exceeded  the  boys  by  36. 

DEATHS. — The  total  deaths  (excluding  13  deaths  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  and 
including  19  deaths  of  persons  dying  outside  the  District  but  belonging  to  it)  amounted 
to  135  as  against  152  in  1919,  showing  a decrease  of  17,  and  a death-i-ate  of  12'3  per  1,1)00 
of  the  population,  as  against  13'8  for  the  year  1919.  This  is  also  a very  satisfactory  rate 
and  it  may  be  of  interest  to  state  that  seventy-two,  or  53’3  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  durwig 
the  year  1920  were  of  persons  65  years  of  age  and  upwards,  25  of  these  being  over  70, 
28  over  80,  and  6 over  90  years  of  age. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  12  as  against  13  for 
1919,  or  a rate  per  1,000  births  of  45'8,  as  against  76-9  for  the  year  1919.  (Seven  of 
these  deaths  were  due  to  Premature  Birth  and  Debility). 

PHTHISIS  MORTALITY. — Eleven  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease,  as  against  3 for  1919, 
or  a death  rate  of  I’OO  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  0'27  for  the  year  1919. 
This  is,  unfortuuately,  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

There  was  also  one  death  from  Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES  MORTALITY  ^Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia).  Twelve  deaths 
were  caused  by  these  diseases,  giving  a death-rate  of  1'09  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
against  19  deaths  and  a rate  of  1‘73  for  the  year  1919.  This  is  an  improvement  on 
previous  years. 
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ZYMOTIC  DISEAS l''-S  MORTALITY  (excluding  deaths  from  Diarrlicea  and  Enteritis  over 
two  years  of  age).  This  is  a most  pleasing  feature,  only  one  death  occuring,  from 
Measles,  and  that  being  of  a person  over  65  years  of  age,  giving  a rate  of  0’09,  as  com- 
pared with  five  deaths  and  a rate  of  0'45  for  the  year  1919. 

CANCER  MORTALITY. — There  were  fifteen  deaths  from  this  disease,  or  at  the  rate  of  1‘37 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  twelve  deaths  and  a rate  of  1'09  for  the  year 
1919.  Nine  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  65  j^ears  and  upwards. 


SANITARY  REPORT, 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

39  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  59  for  1919. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

4 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  5 for  1919. 

3 of  the  4 cases  occurred  at  Overstone. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANEOUS  CROUP. 

10  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  17  for  1919.

The  chief  outbreak  occurred  at  Overstone  where  there  were  6 cases  all  of  which  were 
notified  within  a few  days  of  each  othei-  and  all  except  2 were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  1 for  1919. 

PHTHISIS  AND  OTHER  TUBERCULOUS  DISEASES. 

19  case^  were  notified  as  against  18  for  1919. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED  DURING  THE  YEAR  WERE— 

5 of  Erysipelas  and  1 of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

This  case  occurred  in  a girl  aged  16  years,  living  in  a very  overcrowded  house  at  Holcot. 
The  case  was  removed  to  the  Northampton  Hospital  and  made  a complete  recovery. 

BIRTHS. 

203  were  notified  ; 262  registered. 

MEASLES. 

During  the  year  the  Schools  were  closed  in  the  following  villages  for  outbreaks  of 
Measles  : — 

Brixworth  and  Harlestone  for  a month. 

Moulton  and  Pitsford  for  14  days. 

In  Brixwortli  the  epidemic  was  very  extensive,  most  of  the  children  umler  9 years  of  age 
and  a few  adults  contracted  the  disease.

Staff.  One  Sanitary  Surveyor  and  Inspector  for  the  whole  district,  comprising  37  villages  and 
an  area  of  61,766  acres. 

Water  Supply.  8 villages  have  a water  supply  by  pipes  and  taps,  by  Private  Estate  Works. 

1 village  has  a supply  (by  loan,  L.G.B.)  R.D.C. 

4 villages  have  a partial  supply  by  pipes. 

24  villages  are  supplied  by' wells  and  springs. 

Rivers  or  Streams.  No  complaint  has  been  received  by  the  Council  of  any  pollution  in  this 
district. 

Sewers.  19  villages  have  proper  sewers,  laid  by  Loans  from  L.G.B.

Sewerage  and  Disposal.  Thei-e  are  in  this  district  24  Filtration  Areas. 

Area  of  land  used — 38  acres  3 roods  24  poles. 

The  sewage  in  all  cases  flows  on  to  the  areas  by  gravitation. 

Intermittent  downward  filtration  and  broad  irrigation  are  both  used. 

4 Septic  Tanks  with  large  filters,  and  6 Screening  Tanks  are  also  in  use.

Scavenging.  No  cleansing  of  ashpits,  privies,  cesspits,  &c.,  is  done  by  the  Council. 

A cart  in  many  villages  is  sent  round  periodically  to  collect  old  food  tins  and  broken 
glass  and  crockery. 

Sanitary  Inspections.  No  classified  statements  or  records  have  been  made  or  kept  since  1915.

Schools.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Elementary  Schools  are  generally  very  good,  in  a 
few  cases  P.C.’s  are  in  use. 

Milk.  No  complaint  has  been  received  by  the  R.D.C.  from  an}"  of  the  large  depots  where  the 
milk  is  sent,  of  any  tuberculous  milk  during  1920. 

Milch  Cows.  Many  animals  in  this  district  are  of  a super  grade  and  generally  are  clean 
and  healthy  stock. 

Cowsheds.  These  are  only  used  for  milking  during  seven  months  in  the  year,  the  other  five 
months  partially  used  for  feeding  purposes. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  or  received  against  the  owners,  and  the  cowsheds  are  kept 
clean  and  ventilated.

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  deaths 
from  Phthisis  and  a slight  increase  in  deaths  from  Cancer.  On  the  whole  I consider  the 
health  of  the  district  has  been  very  good.
